Chris Jensen, at Denver, Confesses to Having 


Outraged and Butchered Young CIrl— 


Sends Officers to Other Victim. 


Denver, Col,, July 9.— (Mrs. Arme- 


nia A. Bullis, sixty years of age, was 
sta'bbed -to death, last night on a 
highway in -the outskirts of the oity. 
Jessie Khvport, aged 14, was assault- 
ed and terribly mutilated with a 
knife at her home while her mother 
was afosent and may die. 


Carl Jansen, alias Johnson, aged 


S5, who is dn custody, has confessed 
(both crtimes. He is believed to be 
insane,

port, wto resides at 119 West Hinth 
avenue, was 'assaulted and horribly 
mulfcilated in her room during the ab- 
sence of her mother last night, Mrs.

As the result of Coroner 


investigation into the death of little 
Alice Cothrell, whose lifeless body 
was dragged from a cistern at Wal- 
len Sunday aflternoon, Charles Dunn, 
owner of t'he premises and one of the 
best known citizens of that village, 
is locked up in the Allen county jail 
facing a charge of murder. 


Dunn was taken into custody at 10 


o'clock Monday evening upon the or- 
ders of Coroner Barnett and Prose- 
cutor Emi'ick. Today the coroner 
filed in Justice France's courit a foi- 
mal charge of murder against Dunn. 
Justice 
Prance issued a warrant, 


•which was served upon the prisoner 
in> his cell at the jail, 


FIXED FOR SATURDAY. 


At 2 o'clock 'thisi afternoon Dunn 


was brought into Justi'ce 
court by Deputy Sheriff Huguen'ard, 
for rtlhe purrpo&e of arranging >a date 
for the preliminary befaring. 


Attorney Heirry Colerick, represant- 


ing the defendant, was not pres«n't, 
and after waiting some time the pre- 
liminary hearing was fixed for Satur- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
Mr. 


Dunn was unwilling >to agree upon a 
time 'for the hearing until his. at- 
torney was present, and Prosecutor 
Emrick then stated that in -ease the 
date was iua»t satisfactory to tOie de- 
fense another wouTdl bs arranged. 


There were ibu!t few spectators in 


the court room, and no -excitement. 
Dunn held some conversation with 
his farm hand wd'th leference to the 
tfarm woik, lan'd was (then led back to 
jail. 
The accused man was perfect- 


ly cool an'd self-possssse'd while in 
court.
